The Finns have surrendered. The ugly | 
word is the only one the facts permit. But 
in their case it implies no weakness and | 
involves no shame. They fought as men 
have seldom fought before. They gave 
up only when they were too tired and too 
few to fight longer. The price they paid | 
in vain for the freedom they have lost was | 
terrific, | 

The other powers could have saved 
Finland. It is bootless and would be dan- | 
gerous to try to apportion blame among } 
them. Severally and collectively they 
failed to give the help that was needed. | 
Volunteers from many countries trickled 
over the border and joined the Finnish 
ranks, but these reinforcements were only 
driblets. Munitions and supplies were sent 
from many lands, but the shipments were 
spasmodic; and no amounts of arms and 
supplies could give victory to the fast 
thinning ranks of inferior forces worn 
down by prolonged struggle against ever- 
increasing assailants. 

Nothing but organized large-scale 
support, in the shape of fresh army divi- 
sions and plentiful equipment, could have 
turned the tide. This was not forthcom- 
ing. The eleventh hour offer of the Allies 
to send 50,000 men to Finland came too 
late; and that number could not have 
saved the situation. The Finns, knowing 
their cause was lost, did not ask that this 


force be sent, since it could only share 
their misfortune. That also will be re- 


membered to their credit. .

Farmer Advice Wanted 


Speaking at Regina, Hon. J. G. Gard- 
iner said an advisory committee will be 
appointed, representing wheat growers, to 
advise the wheat board as to the best time 
and method to dispose of the wheat now in 
storage in Canada—amounting to some- 


thing in excess of 300,000,000 bushels 
from last year’s crop.

farmer get a larger deferred payment for 
his certificates. 

The advisory committee will thus 
share with the wheat board the responsi- 
bility*for doing a little speculating on the 
“bull” side of the market for the benefit 
of the certificate-holders. That is a re- 
sponsibility neither the wheat board nor 
the Government could want to assume 
without advice from farmer-representa- 
tives. | 

Since wheat has gone thus far above 
the 70-cent price set for initial payments, 
has stayed well above that price for weeks, 
and is expected to go higher, there could | 
be little risk in making the certificate- | 
holder a seed-time payment of 10 cents | 
per bushel. The money would help ma- 
terially with the expenses of putting in the 
crop, and there would still remain a pro- 
tective margin of 7 cents between the 
present market price and the total paid to 
the producers.

We haven't enough refugee children in Can- 
ada to warrant the creation of a Fisher com- 
mittee, but there are many vital services 
women’s organizations can perform in teaching 
young children to value the priceless privilege 
of free citizenship.

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Dependents’ Allowance 


By GRANT DEXTER 


OTTAWA—How will the dependents of our 
soldiers fare in this war? 

The present political controversy about de- 
pendents’ allowances has confused rather than 
made plain the facts. Few know that this coun- 
try has pledged itself to a policy without pre- 
cedent, which cost the taxpayers many millions 
of dollars. No other belligerent nation in this 
war is attempting to keep pace with Canada in 
this regard. 

At the outset, a distinction must be made 
between “assigned pay” and an allowance. A 
soldier can assign his pay as he pleases. The 
money is his own and he can assign it if he 
wants to. An allowance, however, is a grant 
made to a dependent by parliament and paid out 
of the national treasury. 

In the last war, parliament began by not 
Paying any allowances. Then an allowance was 
granted to one dependent of each soldier. This 
dependent might be a wife or a child or a par- 
ent who had been dependent upon the soldier. 
But there could be only one allowance per man. 
This policy was retained throughout the last 
war. 

Thus in the last war, if a soldier had a wife 
and a young family and a mother dependent 
upon him, parliament would help but one of 
them. From the beginning of the allowance un- 
til March, 1918, the amount was $20 per month. 
It was then raised to $25 and in September, 
1918, to $30. For the greater part of the war there 
were either no allowances at all or $20 per 
month. 

his meant that all dependents of our 
soldiers in the last war, in excess of one person, 
had to be supported by public charity. The 
Patriotic Fund was organized to take care of 
them. The wife of a soldier with a family of 
young children, got her allowance of $20 per 
month from Ottawa, and went to the Patriotic 
Fund for the additional money she needed. The 
Patriotic Fund was raised by voluntary sub- 
iptions. In all $38 millions were spent by the 
Patriotic Fund up to March 31, 1919. 

In the present war there is no Patriotic Fund. 
There is no charity about the support of the de- 
pendents of our soldiers. The nation has accept- 
ed the full obligation, and the cost is a charge 
upon the national ‘treasury. The allowance 
regulations which were proclaimed at the out- 
break of the war, provide that allowances shall 
hen required, to ee dependents of 
r. The allowances are: $35 per month 


e: $12 per month each for two 
children - $20 per month for a dependent mother 
or father.
